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Lawrence  H.  Bloedel 
March  21,  1902-November  18,  1976 


Lawrence  Hotchkiss  Bloedel  was  born  in  Bellingham, 
Washington,  one  of  three  children  of  a  family  established 
in  the  lumber  business.  His  early  life  was  in  an  urban 
environment  of  a  small  lumbering  town  north  of  Seattle, 
which  in  1902  had  approximately  20,000  inhabitants.  His 
family  moved  to  Seattle  when  he  was  nine,  and  they  later 
urged  both  him  and  his  brother  to  attend  college  in  the 
East.  While  an  undergraduate  at  Williams  College,  Wil- 
liamstown,  Massachusetts,  Larry  Bloedel  met  his  future 
wife,  Eleanore  Palmedo.  In  1974,  Ele  and  Larry  Bloedel 
celebrated  their  fiftieth  wedding  anniversary  in  Williams- 
town,  where  they  had  lived  since  1926  and  raised  their 
two  children. 

Larry  Bloedel's  interest  in  ait  developed  after  his 
service  in  the  Army  Ordnance  Corps  during  the  Second 
World  War.  He  began  to  devote  more  and  more  of  his  time 
to  enjoving  examples  of  American  ait  which  he  had  first 
begun  to  appreciate  in  college.  In  many  ways  his  respect 
for  American  art  was  expressed  through  a  type  of  patron- 
age exemplified  by  Gertrude  Vanderbilt  Whitney,  founder 
of  the  Whitney  Museum  of  American  Art.  They  both 
assembled  works  they  enjoyed,  with  curiosity  and  judg- 
ment and  a  fundamental  respect  for  the  ability  of  the 
artist  as  a  creator  and  innovator.  Like  Mrs.  Whitney,  Larry 
Bloedel  often  made  a  conscious,  and  characteristically 
anonymous,  effort  to  encourage  and  support  artists 
through  purchase  of  their  work.  He  and  his  wife  joined 
the  Friends  of  the  Whitney  Museum  of  American  Art  in 
1956,  and  later  they  became  Benefactors  through  their 
continuing  generosity  to  all  aspects  of  the  Museum  and 
through  the  Greylock  Foundation  which  they  established 
in  1960  and  named  for  the  mountain  thev  viewed  each 


dav  from  their  home.  He  served  on  the  Committee  on  the 
Collection  during  the  years  1959-60,  1963-64  and  1970-71, 
and  became  a  Trustee  of  the  Museum  in  April  1975. 

Many  years  ago,  Larry  Bloedel  decided  that  his  collec- 
tion should  eventually  be  divided  between  the  Williams 
College  Museum  of  Art  and  the  Whitney  Museum.  He 
planned  that  the  directors  of  the  two  institutions  would 
divide  the  works.  Following  his  death,  Whitney  Museum 
curators  and  I  visited  the  Bloedels'  home  and  their 
apartment  in  New  York  City  to  establish  a  list  of  priorities 
for  additions  to  the  Permanent  Collection.  On  Monday, 
January  24,  1977,  Patterson  Sims,  Associate  Curator  of  the 
Permanent  Collection,  and  I  met  in  Williamstown  with 
the  executors  of  Larry  Bloedel's  estate  and  representa- 
tives of  the  Williams  College  Museum  of  Art.  Frank 
Robinson  won  the  toss  of  the  coin  for  Williams,  and  he 
and  I  then  proceeded  alternately  to  choose  works  for  the 
two  museums. 

This  exhibition  honors  Larry  Bloedel  and  the  spirit  in 
which  he  pursued  his  interest.  It  illustrates,  with  paintings 
and  sculpture  from  the  Bloedel  Bequest  and  related 
works  from  the  Permanent  Collection,  how  he,  as  a 
patron  and  private  collector,  has  enriched  the  resources 
of  the  Whitney  Museum  and  has  furthered  public  appre- 
ciation of  American  art. 

//  Was  Blue  and  Green,  by  Georgia  O'Keefie,  is  now  the 
finest  abstraction  by  this  artist  in  the  Permanent  Collec- 
tion. Many  other  works  from  the  Bloedel  Bequest  will 
become  identified  as  the  Museum's  best  examples.  Sum- 
mer's  Day,  by  Maurice  Prendergast,  is  an  outstanding 
complement  to  what  is  already  recognized  as  one  of  the 
most  comprehensive  public  collections  of  the  artist's  work. 


Paintings  by  Edward  Corbett,  William  Kienbusch, 
Stanton  Macdonald-Wright,  Loren  Maclver,  George  L.K. 
Morris,  Fairfield  Porter,  Larry  Rivers,  John  Starrs  and 
Jean  Xceron  greatly  add  to  our  ability  to  present  the 
accomplishments  of  these  artists.  Several  paintings  are  of 
definite  historic  interest:  Improxnsation  #  1,  1912,  by 
Konrad  Cramer,  is  an  early  abstraction  by  one  of  the  first 
American  exponents  of  abstract  painting  and  an  artist  not 
previously  represented  in  the  Permanent  Collection  by  a 
major  work.  Some  examples  are  directly  related  to  the 
history  of  the  Museum:  Surface  Winds  by  Alice  Trumbull 
Mason  was  on  the  cover  of  the  catalogue  of  her  memorial 
exhibition  at  the  Whitney  Museum  in  1973,  the  only 
exhibition  in  a  museum  devoted  to  this  charter  member 
of  the  American  Abstract  Artists. 

In  addition  to  Mason,  two  artists  represented  in  the 
Bloedel  Bequest,  Maurice  Prendergast  and  Charles 
Demuth,  have  had  memorial  exhibitions  at  the  Whitney 
Museum,  and  Milton  Avery,  James  Brooks,  John  Heliker, 
Loren  Maclver,  Georgia  O'KeefTe  and  Charles  Sheeler 
have  had  major  retrospectives.  Four  artists,  Konrad 
Cramer,  Andrew  Dasburg,  Jan  Matulka  and  Charles 
Sheeler,  were  included  in  exhibitions  at  the  Whitney 
Studio  or  the  Whitney  Studio  Club  before  the  Museum 
was  founded  in  1930.  Many  people  saw  works  by  these 
artists  for  the  first  time  as  a  result  of  Mrs.  Whitney's 
activities. 

One  painting  is  a  particularly  interesting  link  between 
Larry  Bloedel  and  the  Whitney  Museum.  In  1908,  Ger- 
trude Vanderbilt  Whitney  purchased,  from  the  Macbeth 
Gallery  exhibition  of  The  Eight,  four  of  the  seven  paint- 
ings sold,  including  Laughing  Child  by  Robert  Henri.  She 
and  Henri  became  friends  and  she  supported  his  activi- 
ties. Henri  had  moved  to  New  York  from  Philadelphia  in 
1900  and  had  a  studio  at  512  East  Fifty-eighth  Street,  now 


14  Sutton  Square.  In  1900  he  painted  Blackwell's  Island, 
the  view  from  his  studio  with  the  ice-filled  East  River  in 
the  foreground.  Many  years  later  Larry  Bloedel  acquired 
this  work  because  it  depicts  the  same  view  he  and  Ele 
Bloedel  enjoyed  from  their  New  York  apartment. 

There  are  other  examples  in  the  Bloedel  Bequest  which 
relate  to  the  history  of  the  Whitney  Museum,  including  a 
collaborative  work  of  1922  by  thirty-two  members  of  the 
Society  of  Independent  Artists,  an  organization  which 
held  annual  exhibitions  from  1917  through  1944  and 
provided  one  of  the  few  opportunities  for  American 
artists  to  show  their  work  publicly  without  juried  selec- 
tion. Mrs.  Whitney,  a  director  of  the  Society  for  fifteen 
years,  was  one  of  ten  guarantors  and  frequently  paid  the 
Society's  deficit.  Among  the  other  directors  were  George 
Bellows,  Homer  Boss,  William  Glackens,  Walter  Pach  and 
Maurice  Prendergast,  all  of  whom  are  represented  in  this 
documentary  work  which  elaborates  upon  Mrs.  Whit- 
ney's early  patronage  of  American  art. 

The  generosity  of  a  single  patron  whose  personal 
appreciation  of  American  art  can  now  be  shared  by  the 
public  is  celebrated  in  this  exhibition.  The  Bloedel 
Bequest,  the  third  largest  gift  in  the  history  of  the 
Museum,  is  a  particularly  noteworthy  contribution  to  the 
Whitney  Museum  not  only  because  of  the  high  quality  of 
the  individual  works,  but  also  because  Larry  Bloedel  has 
reaffirmed  the  unique  character  of  the  Whitney  Museum 
as  the  institution  that  has  played  the  most  active  and 
substantial  role  in  supporting  American  art  in  the  twen- 
tieth century.

A  PATRON  OF  THE  ARTS  The  Legacy  of  Larry  Bloedel

Larry  Bloedel  of  Williamstown  died  last  week 
at  the  age  of  74.  When  I  read  his  obituary  in 
the  local  press  I  realized  how  much  had  been 
left  unsaid  about  this  truly  wonderful  man. 
Larry  was  the  perfect  patron  of  the  arts 
because  he  always  helped  and  asked  abso- 
lutely nothing  in  return. 

He  lived  in  a  comfortable  style,  but  he  was 
far  from  the  garden  variety  country  squire. 
He  was  singlehandedly  responsible  for  help- 
ing many  cultural  organizations  stay  alive,  yet 
as  of  today  nothing  bears  his  name.  He  was 
even  reluctant  to  receive  any  kind  of  recogni- 
tion on  a  program.  Unlike  those  for  whom 
Avery  Fisher  Hall  or  the  Fromm  Concerts 
were  named,  and  this  is  not  to  detract  from 
those  two  great  gentlemen,  Larry  would  not 
easily  let  himself  be  thanked,  honored  or 
singled  out  for  special  treatment.  When  Wil- 
liams College  awarded  him  an  honorary 
degree  in  1967,  he  was  the  most  unimpressed 
and  unconcerned  person  in  the  entire  aca- 
demic procession. 

Larry  had  an  important  impact  on  the  world 
of  modern  art.  His  collection  of  American 
works  is  as  extensive  as  it  is  impressive.  Of 
course  he  wanted  and  loved  the  pictures  and 
the  sculptured  pieces,  but  Larry  was  also  the 
kind  of  collector  who  wanted  to  help  support 
the  creative  artist.  More  than  one  painter  and 
sculptor  well  known  today  can  thank  Larry 
for  his  attention  and  regular  purchases  in  less 
successful  days.  His  election  to  the  board  of 
the  Whitney  Museum  in  New  York  was  an 
acknowledgement  of  his  reputation  and 
knowledgeability  as  a  collector. 

Besides  the  usual  and  regular  help  to  such 
local  groups  as  the  Berkshire  Symphony,  the 
Williamstown  Theatre  Festival  and  the  South 
Mountain  Concerts,  he  was  the  most  impor- 
tant spirit  in  keeping  the  New  York  Pro 
Musica  going  during  the  distinguished  direc- 


torship of  the  late  Noah  Greenberg.  It  wasn't 
only  his  money,  but  his  presence  as  well.  He 
literally  attended  an  unending  stream  of  con- 
certs, exhibitions  and  theatre  performances, 
and  derived  great  pleasure  from  them. 

But  Larry  was  a  lot  more  than  a  man  with 
money,  a  collector  or  a  patron.  With  the  help 
and  encouragement  of  his  wife  Ellie,  he  con- 
tributed seemingly  unending  labor  and  dol- 
lars to  the  Visiting  Nurses  of  Williamstown, 
including  the  purchase  and  construction  of 
buildings.  The  highly  successful  "Women's 
Exchange"  could  not,  and  would  not,  be 
operational  today  without  the  Bloedels.  It 
would  be  impossible  to  completely  tally  their 
support,  understanding  and  cooperation. 

Nothing  that  he  felt  had  to  get  done  was  too 
unimportant  or  menial  for  him  to  do  himself. 
Many  local  old-timers  can  remember  him 
rolling  into  their  driveways  in  a  Rolls-Royce 
or  other  exotic  car  in  order  to  make  a  delivery 
of  eggs.  Little  did  they  realize  that  his  excur- 
sion into  the  egg  business  was  a  "front"  for  his 
desire  to  help  a  refugee  farming  family  estab- 
lish a  new  life  in  this  country. 

When  the  "Music  in  the  Round"  concerts 
needed  a  set  of  delicate  wooden  screens  to 
help  make  the  cavernous  Thompson  Memo- 
rial Chapel  into  a  more  intimate  hall  for 
chamber  music,  they  turned  to  Larry,  a  fine 
furniture  maker,  for  advice.  His  response  was 
typical  of  him.  He  offered  to  make  them 
himself. 

When  one  scratches  beneath  the  surface  it 
quickly  becomes  clear  that  Larry  did  more 
things  for  more  people,  more  quietly,  effec- 
tively and  discreetly  than  one  could  easily 
imagine.  He  did  immense  good  with  his 
money.  It  almost  physically  pained  him  to 
have  to  say  no  to  someone. 

He  had  the  walk,  the  manner  and  the  lined 
face  of  a  Gloucester  sea  captain.  He  loved  a 


joke,  a  pun  or  a  chance  to  laugh.  He  was  at 
home  and  comfortable  with  a  gardener  or  a 
head  of  state.  He  loved  to  show  off  a  photo- 
graph of  himself  and  the  King  of  Thailand 
which  he  called  "The  King  and  I."  He  had  an 
amusing  collection  of  wind-up  and  musical 
toys  that  gave  him  pleasure  and  brought  a 
wonderful  twinkle  to  his  eye  when  he  shared 
them  with  friends. 

His  regular  "Old-Fashioned"  Fourth  of  July 
picnics  occupied  him  with  months  of  plan- 
ning every  year.  More  than  anything  else,  he 
wanted  his  hundreds  of  guests  to  have  fun. 
The  band,  the  fireworks,  the  imported  beer, 
the  food.  "Where  can  I  get  my  hands  on  a  real 
steam  calliope?" 

If  his  fatal  illness  got  him  down  he  did 
everything  he  could  to  hide  it  from  others.  He 
must  have  sensed  the  end  but  kept  his  spirits 
up  as  long  as  he  could.  At  a  recent  dinner 
party,  he  brought  a  particularly  rare  bottle  of 
wine  from  his  cellar.  He  uncorked  it  with  the 
quip,  "I  can't  see  any  good  reason  why  I 
should  go  on  saving  this  wine." 

Larry  was  a  truly  generous  man.  Williams 
College,  his  friends  and  the  many  cultural 
organizations  of  the  area  will  certainly  miss 
him.  But  more  than  that  he  was  a  fine  and 
gentle  person  who  enjoyed  doing  things  for 
people  just  for  the  plain  fun  of  doing  them. 
He  was  the  perfect  patron  of  the  arts,  inter- 
ested in  the  present,  living  artists,  new  con- 
cepts and  projects  associated  with  today. 

Besides  his  important  collection  of  paint- 
ings and  sculptures,  his  legacy  will  be  his 
impeccable  sense  of  taste,  his  desire  to  do,  to 
help,  and  to  make  the  possible  a  little  bit 
easier  to  achieve.
